NORTHWEST !MEDALS. 


We clip the follewing from the Mon- 
treal daily Star:— 


S1r,—As an old volunteer whose tw 
‘sons have served in the militia and 
Mounted Police in the Northwest, and 
having advised many of the youngsters 
of the province of Quebec to join the 
Pelice. who were certainly by the very 
| severe examivation they had to undergo, 
i the very best material for service in that 
‘country. I would feel obliged to you or 
any of your readers for information why 
the volunteers who served in che rebel- 
lion of 1885 received both medals and 
scrip, whether under fire or not, while 
only those of the Mounted Police who 
were actoally under fire were honored 
with medals. The reason, as I under- 
stand, is that they were regulars, and 
only those regular corps who were under 
fire were to receive nedals. Then why 
make a distinction between a regular 
Moanted Policeman and the militia regu- 
lars? Col. Turnbull’s Cavalry School 
Corps (a regu’ar corps), who were camped 
all through the rebellion in the Touch- 
wood Hills, and were not at any time 
under fire, received both medals and 
The Prince Albert Volunteers 


| 
were sworn in as special constables and 
ordered away from home to Carleton and 
Duck Lake (about 65 miles), and at the 
latter place they engaged the enemy, left 
nine dead on the field and had five 
wounded, amongst the wounded being 
their gallant conymander, Capt. H. Stuart 
Moore, who lost a leg. I understand 
that none of this gallant corps have re- 

; ceived a meda)l. I don’t think these facts 
can have been brought to the notice of 
the general commanding, who I am sure 
will see that all the corps that served 
under him are equally treated with the 
same spirit of British fair play.
